the sweet corn commences (to 
ripen in the garden select several fine 
ears having large firm grains and jet 
these ears remain just as they are on 
the stalks to ripen. 

When they are quite dry remove from 
the corn stalks without disturbing the 
husks, bind into bunches with a strip of 
muslin, and hang away in the attic in a 


When 


dry place. After a few weeks the corn 
will be ready for parching, and then 
this new sort of popcorn may be en- 


joyed. 

Place an {ron spider or frying pan over 
the fire, and turn inero it a cupful or 
two of the corn, which should be husk- 
ed and removed from the ear just be- 
fore using; the fire must not be too hot, 
and the corn must be stirred frequently 
with a long fork, or it may scorch. Aft- 
er a time the grains will have puffed up 


until they are almost round and will 
turn a delicate brown color, when they 
are done, 

Turn the parched corn into a large 


bowl and pour over it some melted but- 
ter, stirring the corn kernels about so 
they will be buttered evenly, as one but- 


ters ordinary popcorn: salt the corn as 
soon as buttered and the corn is ready | 
to eat.
